Sir: 

In compliance with law I have the honor to submit the 
annual report of this Department for tlie fiscal year end- 
ing December 31, 1912, showing by tabulated statements 
the sources from which the revenue of the State is 
derived, the appropriations made by the Legislature for 
the fiscal year 1912, and the receipts and disbursements 
from January 1st to December Slst, 1912, inclusive. 

Since the date of the last annual report of this Depart- 
ment, January 1st, 1912, to December 31st, 1912, the 
State Treasurer has received and certified to this office, 
and my official vouchers have been duly issued for $6,- 
014,109.90. Executive and other warrants under the 
general and the several special appropriation Acts, 
amounting to $5,625,825.94 have been audited by me and 
paid by the Treasurer for the same period, and his 
account credited therewith. The condition of the 
Treasury therefore on January 1st, 1913, was as follows :

It should be stated that in this balance of $1,115,360.16 
is included $103,500.00 of the sinking fund, which by the 
terms of the constitution can only be used for retiring 
the principal of the public debt, and $39,378.86 public 
property fund. The total bonded debt of the State at 
the time of the adoption of this sinking fund provision 
of the constitution was $10,644,500, and annual interest 
thereon amounted to $719,135. Under this very wise plan 
of retiring annually a part of the public debt the aggre- 
gate has been reduced to $6,644,000, and by the funding of 
most of this debt at much lower rates the interest charge 
on the bonded debt has been reduced to $263,355, showing 
a reduction in the principal of the debt of $4,004,500 and 
in our annual interest account of $455,784. It must he- 
stated, however, that the proceeds of the sale of certaifi 
property of the State has been applied to the extinguish- 
ment of a part of the debt — which is also required by the 
Constitution of 1877. The balance of this bonded debt 
is secured by the State's immensely valuable property, 
the Western & Atlantic Railroad, estimated to be worth 
$20,000,000. 

Tromi the foregoing figures showing the condition of 
the State's finances, it will be observed that notwithstand- 
ing the large increase in the appropriations for the sup- 
port of the State government for the year 1912 over 1911, 
the demands on the State Treasury have been met, 
though it was found necessary to make a temporary loan 
of $200,000. This was only made possible by the abnor- 
mal increase in the taxable values of the State for the 
last four years, amounting to $136,976,917, thus increas- 
ing the revenue of the State $684,882, as well as an 
increase from special or occupation taxes and from other 
sources. 

In this conneetioD I desire to submit for your informa- 
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tion a carefully prepared estimate of the revenue of the 
State and the appropriations for the fiscal year 1913, 
from which it will be observed that, the appropriations 
exceed the expected revenue from all sources $231,562. 

. I also give the required tax rates to raise the amounts 
appropriated for eacli purpose spedfied in the general 
appropriation act

It will be observed that the estimated revenue for 
1913 is $5,673,005, of which amount $3,958,984 is raised 
from ad valorem taxes, and $1,714,021 is from special 
taxes and all other sources. It will also be observed that 
the appropriation for public schools ($2,500,000) and for 
pensions ($1,180,000) amount to $3,680,000, leaving a 
balance from ad valorem taxes of $278,984. Thus it 
would appear that with this small balance of $278,984, 
plus the State's revenue from other sources than ad 
valorem taxes', of $1,714,021 all appropriations for higher 
(-lucation ($470,414) eleemosnary institutions ($640,000) 
interest on public debt ($383,000) and all administrative 
expenses of the State government are paid. In other 
words the entire appropriations for 1913 exclusive of 
public schools and pensions could be met with a tax rate 
on property of about one-third of a mill. 
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Appropriations therefore sliould be held down in 
future until our revenue is increased from other than 
present sources. 

In order that it may be seen to what extent the assess- 
ments of the taxable property of the State have increased 
I have prepared in tabular form this data beginning with 
the year 1880 and bringing the figures down to 1913. 

The genera] property of the State is required by law 
to be returned for taxation to the Receivers of Tax 
Returns of the several counties and entered on their re- 
spective digests, while the property of all public utility 
corporations, including franchises, is made returnable to 
the Comptroller General. Among these corporations 
are a large number of very small local telephone proper- 
ties. Some of them are incorporated but quite a number 
of them are unincorporated. Moat of them have been 
cheaply constructed by the cooperation of the farmers in 
the territory through which they ran, solely for their con- 
venience and not for making money, and are therefore of 
no value except as a convenience to families of the far- 
mers. I would suggest that the law be amended in 
respect to the return of these properties for taxation so 
as to require them returned to the tas receivers and taxes 
paid to the tax collectors'. The value of each class of this 
property is given separately, and also the rate of taxation 
levied by the State for each of said years. 

Notwithstanding the marvelous increase in our assess- 
ments year by year during the period covered by this 
statement it will be observed that we have a tax rate 
reaching the full Constitutional limit of one-half of on'* 
per cent.

The valuation of corporate property returned to the 
Comptroller-General for taxation for the year 1912 does 
not embrace all of such property in the State. Under 
charters granted by the State there are three railroads 
claiming exemptions from ad valorem taxation, the Geor- 
gia Railroad & Banking Company, the Southwestern and 
the Augusta & Savannah. Besides these exempted lines 
we have the State's road, the Western & Atlantic. The 
value of none of these roads is included in the table above. 
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but they are worth in my judgment not leas than forty 
million dollars. >

By the appropriation Act of 1909 the State iSoliool 
Fund for 1912 was fixed at $2,500,000, which is derived 
from the following sources: (1) Tax on property. (2) 
Tax on polls. (3) Half rental of Western & Atlantic 
Railroad. (4) Show taxes. (5) Dividends from stock 
of the Georgia Railroad & Banking Company, owned by 
the State. (6) Tax on dogs. 

Near Beer License Tax. 

I desire to call attention to the fact that the Act of 
1909 under which license taxes' are collected from persons 
engaged in the sale of imitations of or substitutes for 
beer, wine, etc., makes no provision for the compensation 
of Ordinaries of this State for the collection of said taxes, 
consequently many of themi give little attentioij to their 
collection. The Act should be amended so as in future to 
require these license taxes collected by the Tax Collectors 
of the several counties instead of the Ordinaries, and 
should provide the same compensation for their collection 
as was formerly allowed them for the collection of taxes, 
on liquor dealers'. The total amount of these taxes col- 
lected for 1912 was $243,540. 

Tax On Manufacturers of Soft Drinks. 

Paragraph 38th of Section 2 of the general tax act 
of 19(^ requiring a tax of one-fourth of one per cent on 
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gross receipts of all manufacturers or wholesale dealers 
or distributors of carbonated waters, syrups or other 
articles to be used in carbonated waters should be 
amended so as to require returns of persons and com- 
panies engaged in business in this State to be made to the 
tax collectors of the counties in which said business is 
carried on and taxes paid to the collectors instead of to 
the Comptroller-GIeneral. 

Revision op Tax System 1 

A thorough revision of our revenue system is needed 
and has been repeatedly urged by tbis Department. This 
is a subject of vital importance to all classes of citizens 
and should receive the attention of the General Assembly 
at its approaching session. The defective and disjointed 
machinery for assessing property for taxation permits 
much of the taxable property of the State to escape taxa- 
tion altogether, and a very mnich larger proportion to 
evade its just and equitable part. It is not necessary for 
me to state that the evils of our system obtain equally 
in the case of assessment of property of individuals as 
well as corporations, and as well in the several counties 
of the State. Indeed, it is a well known fact that in many 
cases the assessment ot property in counties adjoining 
each other, and where practically like conditions exist, 
vary very widely, thus placing on citizens in one county 
heavier burdens than are borne by their neighbors in the 
other. All taxation should be uniform, and a system of 
assessing property should be provided to accomplish as 
far as possible absolute uniformity. Just in so far as 
this is not obtainable the system is defective and neces- 
sarily lays the burdens of the government unequally and 
unjustly. In addition to the lack of uniformity and 
equality in our tax assessments which I have said so 
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uniformly obtain under our present system, there is yet 
a much greater evil resulting from it, to which I would 
respectfully invite your attention. I refer to the listing 
for taxation of such property as might be termed 

Invisible Pebsonal Property, 

suoh as notes, mortgages, accounts, stocks, bonds and 
eboses-in-aetion. It is a generally known fact that this 
class of property in this State represents a considerable 
part of the wealth of Georgia, yet it is equally true that 
but a very small amount of it is ever returned for taxa- 
tion. Some method should be adopted to reach this prop- 
erty and place it on the tax books, and thus compel it to 
bear its just burden of the government. The State of 
Alabama has a statute providing for county tax commis- 
sioners to look up all omitted property from the tax rolls 
of their counties, their compen.sation for such service 
being solely on the commission basis. I might add that 
the city of Atlanta has tried this method very satisfac- 
torily for several years, and I would recommend that 
something of this kind be provided for the State. The 
present system of assessment is but little better than 
voiuntarj' contributions by tax, payers to the State's 
revenue. 

Tax Collectors and Tax Receivers. 

I desire to say that with a few exceptions these offi- 
cials have discharged their duties faithfully and effi- 
ciently, and are entitled to the comanendation of this 
department, under the direction of which they enforce the 
tax laws of the State. Years of observation, however, 
have demonstrated that the eflficiency of both would be 
materially increased by an extension of the terms of their 
office from two to four years. Both officers have ffrt^Trn 
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in importance by reason of the marvelous development 
which has takenu place in our State and consequently 
require longer terms to acqnire a thorough knowledge of 
the duties required of the men filling them. 

Law Regulatinq Business op InvestSibnt Companies. 

By an Act of the Legislature approved August 13th, 
1904, it was sought to subject domestic and non-resident 
investment companies doing business in Georgia to super- 
vision by the State, and require them licensed by the 
Comptroller General, upon their compliance with certain 
conditions. The purpose of the law was wise, but unfor- 
tunately the provisions of the Act are such as not to 
accomplish its purpose. No authority is given this De- 
partment to inquire into their financial condition or the 
management of their affairs. It will therefore be observ- 
ed that the State exercises' no supervision over the busi- 
ness of such companies except in name. This Depart- 
ment, however, is required to license them to do business 
in Georgia when they make application and pay the re- 
quired fee of $50.00. This certificate of authority or 
license is used by these concerns to advertise their busi- 
ness and influence investments in such companies. 

The deposit feature of the act should also be amended 
so as to require deposits of these companies made only 
in stocks or bonds acceptable to the Comptroller-General. 
I would respectfully suggest that the act be repealed un- 
less amended so as to better protect persons seeking 
investments in companies of this character. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Authorized to Draw 
Warrants on State Teeasureb, 

I desire to call attention to an act of the last Legisla- 
ture approved August 19, 1912, authorizing the Commis-

sioner of Agriculture to draw warrants on the Treasurer 
in payment of salaries of fertilizer inspectors, fertilizer 
tags, bottles and materials used in recording same, and 
for postage in sending out bulletins pertaining to fertili- 
zers, which the Treasurer is required to pay without being 
countersigned by the Comptroller-General as required in 
ease of all other warrants drawn on that ofBoer. This act 
is in conflict with Section 228 of the Code of 1910, which 
provides that payments from the State Treasury shall 
only be made on warrants drawn by the Governor, coun- 
tersigned by the Comptroller-General, excepting drafts 
of the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. This systemi of safeguarding 
disbursements of public funds has prevailed since the 
early history of Georgia and has become the announced 
public policy of the State. This act therefore should be 
amended so as to require the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture to make formal requisition on the Governor for war- 
rants to cover the expenses referred to in said act, and 
upon receipt of such requisitions the Governor should be 
required to issue his warrants on the Treasurer in pay- 
ment of same, which should be countersigned by the 
Comptroller General before being presented for payment.
